Bardsley Contradicted by the 


Postmaster General. 


A NEW STATEMENT MADE PUBLIC. 


In Which the Defaulting 
Treasurer 


lattice* Further Charges Against Wana- 
•aaker and Include* a Couple of Emlnen 


" Kdltors in His Imputations—The Post 


master General's Beply, and Also HI 
JSxplanation of Matter* Developed la 
the InTertlcatlon Since He First Gan 
Testimony. 
PHILADELPHIA. Jane n.—The Bardiley 


investigating committee held another sea 
don yesterday at which Postmaster Gen 
eral Wanamaker attended and testified 
concerning his transaction with the Key- 
stone bank, and a ^statement made by ex- 
City Treasurer John Bardsley to Editor 
Me Wade, of the Ledger, was made public, 
Outside of a reiteration of the statement 
ha made to the court this latter statement 
goes into the question of Mr. Wanamak- 
«r'» alleged connection with the Kaystone 
bank and makes a number of charges. 
Bardsley says that Marsh told him tha' 
Wanamaker demanded 1100,000 for the 
over-issued stocks which he held and, not 
getting it, upset the plan for re-organizing 
the bank. It was not until Wanamaker 
was threatened with counsel prosecution 
that he save up the stocks. 


Another Charge Against Wanamaker, 
Bardsley also said that Marsh came to 


him in March, 1890, and said mat Wana- 
maker wanted (200,000 at once, and when 
Marsh said he did not hare that amount, 
Wanamaker "told him where he could get 
it," presumably of Bardsley. The latter 
therefore let Marsh have the money, and 
Wanamaker got it. Bardsley also charged 
that Col. McClure. of The Times, and 
William Singerly, of The Record, were 
implicated in deals—political and commer- 
cial—by which they were to profit by get- 
ting gas stock, etc., for value received in 
way of advocating certain deals. 


Waaamaker Again on the Stand. 


Postmaster General Wanamaker, who 


had entered the room while Bardsley's 
statement was being read, then stepped 
forward and requested that he be allowed 
to testify. "I have," said he, "been anx- 
ious to appear ever since the question was 
raised regarding the stock of which I pre- 
viously testified." In answer to questions 
he said that his interest in the Key- 
stone bank arose out of his acquaintance 
with President Lucas and his brother 
when they were young merchants. He 
stated that he never pledged the over- 
issued stock after he was told it was an 
over-issue, and it was out of his hands at 
the time. He did not know H. H. Yard 
and had never met Mrs. Lucas but once, 
and that was at an interview about the 
over-issued stock. 
Banister's Story Absolutely raise. 


He was asked to give an account of what 


transpired between him and Marsh at 
Washington and did so, stating that Marsh 
asked him to assist the bank and he de- 
clined, saying matters must take their 
course. Mr. Wanamaker said that the 
balance of his firm in the Keystone bank 
at the time of the run wan $10,000, and 
when it closed it was much larger. The 
tast money received from the bank was 
about a year before the bank was closed, 
and the last discount was obtained in 
October, 1890. As to the story told by 
Bardsley that he had threatened to close 
the bank unless he paid the over-issued 
stock and that he had been forced to i •- 
turn it, Mr Wanamaker said that was 
absolutely false. 


THAT OTHER OVER-ISSUED STOCK. 


The Postmaster General Tells What He 


Knows About the Same. 


Grauville B. Haines and Samuel B.

Fart of It Hold as Collateral. 


'When I appeared before this commit- 


tee before," said Mr. Wanamaker, "I con. 
Ined myself principally to the business of 
he firm in my deals with Lucas in Read- 
ng. I had in my head certain private 
matters but did not suppose the commit- 


wanted to hear of private operations." 


tfr. Wanamaker then again referred to 
he 8,515 shares which he had held as col- 
ateral and gave the committee a list of 
nose he had turned over to the Lucas es- 
at«. That some of those shares had been 
at one time in his name he did not state, 
as he had not used them in any operation. 
a regard to the stock which had been 
bund in his name 625 shues of it, Mr. 
Kfenamaker, said, was held by Irvin and 
Toland, his bankers, as collateral. 


Accounting for the Other Shares. 


This reduced it to 3,000 shares of stock. 


Of these, five blocks of 200 shares each 
were dated March 8,1S86, and while issued 
nhis name the power of attorney had 
never been indorsed by him, and they 
could never have been used. Of these 
bares be had absolutely no knowledge, 
Fhe next lot, five blocks of 300 shares each 
were dated frur weeks earlier, Feb. 3.1886. 
le was a director in the Grand Trust Co., 
ttd Lucas came to him and asked him to 
•btain him a loan of $40.000 on the stock. 
'I have been just foolish enough," said 
Mr. Wanamaker, "all my life to do those 
hings, and I got the money on the stock 
and gave it to him. A considerable time 
afterward it was paid off by the Lucas 
estate and they got the stock back." 


A Scheme of President Irfieas. 


Mr. Wanamaker also presented the com- 


mittee with a letter from John I. Lucas, 
dated May 28, 1888, inclosing a check to 
pay the interest on this loan. "Of the 
ither unused five blocks of stock," said 
Ar. Wanamaker, "my impression is that 
Sr. Lneu at first intended to ask for a 
arger loan and Co issued them. It was 
never used, however, as it could not have 
been without my indorsement. I know 
of no other stock, but I remember that 
ten years ago when Lucas was securing 
control of the hank he came to me and 
•aid he did not want people to know who 
certain atock belonged to and fora time 
ie placed some in my name." In doming 


his testimony Mr. Wanamaker read let-1 
cere from Comptroller Lacey and Assist 
ant Secretary Kettleton to shew that he 
had never influenced nor delayed the ap- 
pointment for an instant of a receiver 
for the Keystone bank. 


CO-OPERATION IN THE ALLIANCE. 


The Georgia Branch Engaged in a Bl| 


Scheme—That Wheat Comer. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 11.—Great changes 


are, it is reported, to be made in the man- 
agement of the Alliance exchange of Geor- 
gia. The scope of the central exchange a t 
Atlanta is to be greatly enlarged. Co-op- 
erative Alliance stores are to be established 
all over the state. The whole machinery, 
so it is alleged, is to be supplied by a New 
York syndicate. 
This New York syn 


dicate is said to be backed by $100,000,000. 
Its charter is not yet perfected, nor its 
name given to the public. It is to supply 
all the Alliance stores and exchanges, un- 
less some other concern starts up that can 
undersell it. It claims to be able to se- 
cure superior rates of transportation. It 
is to have a sort of branch office in Chi- 
cago, which is to ship bacon, corn, etc, to 
the farmers of the south. 


Charges It to the Speculators. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 11. —Jerry Simpson 


was in the city for a short time Thursday. 
He attributed the circular reputed to have 
been sent outbythe Farmers' Alliance, re- 
questing members of the order to hold 
their wheat until the market price reached 
11.25 per bushel, to the bulls on the Chi 
cag3 board of trade. 
He added that the 


Farmers' Alliance was notengaged"insuch 
impracticable schemes." Such a scheme, 
however, was undoubtedly suggested last 
winter and an organization of farmers for 
the holding of their wheat for better 
prices by storing it in warehouses was ad- 
vocated by Frank McGrath. 


PROOF AGAINST JUDGE LYNCH.

The coiuci- 
dence that existed between his fie qasition 
of wraith and the disappearance of cattle 
belonging to others caused an agitation 
that resulted in his disappearance.

A third atteniDt came near proving effect- 
ual, for the lynchers left guards to watch 
him, but a negro cut him down next 
morning and he escaped to Mexico,whence 
he came here several years ago.

Prevalent in Business.

More Satisfactory Bepurts Receive* as t< 


Crops—The Sngar Market Gr*wln» 
"Steady—Money Plentiful Every 
Agricultural Implements in Great De- 
mand—Dullness in tho Anthracite Coal 
Trade—The Iron Industry.

weekly review o£ trade says; The un 
usual 
conservatism which prevails to 


nearly all sections and branches of busi- 
ness impresses many as a most disheart- 
ening symptom. But it may, with al 
least equal reason, be interpreted as the 
very best ground for confidence in 
healthy and solid impro\ ement when new 
and large crops come forward more tru- 
ly. 
The absence of speculative excite- 


ment, the indisposition to buy m haste, 
are having a most wholesome influence. 
Prices of materials and products art 
thus kept in such a relation that a larg* 
and fairly profitable business Is possible, 
but will be based when it comes back 
upon the actual demands o£ consumers 
and not upon inflated hopes. This con- 
servitive attitude is the more necessary 
this year because while money is now 
abundant here and cheap on call, the pos- 
sibility of disturbance abroad, or of diffi- 
culty in obtaining needed supplies for 
moving crops at the west ia not yet en- 
tirely removed. 


Satisfactory Crop Reports. 


Crops reports have never been more full 


than they are this year, and they grow 
more clearly satisfactory as to spring 
wheat every day, improving also as to 
other grain and cotton. Wheat declined 
a cents during the past week, notwith- 
standing exports tally as large as a year 
ago, but immediate demand for corn has 
caused a rise of IJ^c, and oato are quoted 
higher. Sales were but moderate. Park 
products are a shade lower; coffee «n- 
changed, and oil about a cent lower, with 
very little activity in dealings. Th« 
market for sugar has been weaker, but 
grows steady, amd refined is in better de- 
mand. The general course of prices hai 
changed but little during the week. Tin 
has declined a shade through speculation 
at London, and lake copper sells at ISJ^ 
cents; the half year's production by six 
companies being 28,048 tons, against J8,- 
7iiO tons last vear. Lead n weaker at 4.49 
cents, with some realizing.

Trade is fairly good for thf 


season at Cleveland and also at Cincin- 
nati, where, new buildings for the first 
half of the year exceed by 1500,000 th« 
record last year. Wool is moving better 
at Detroit and iron is in fair demand. At 
Chicago wheat receipts are three timei 
last year's and there is an increase in floui 
and corn, and trade in dry goods, cloth* 
ing and shoes exceeds last year's, with 
good collections. Receipts of other grain, 
cured meats, dressed beef and lard fall 
behind last year, and crop reports art 
very favorable, all indications pointing 
to a large trade in the future. 


An Encouraging Outlook. 


At St. Louis the trade in wool, grain, 


produce and live stock is good, bat lum- 
ber and the building trades are dull. Th« 
outlook for fall trade is very encouraging. 
Milwaukee reports some sensation caused 
3y failure of the largest grain commission 
louse. At Minneapolis trade is very good 
'or the season, the Sour output being 140,' 
000 barrels. At St. Paul. Omaho ana 
Kansas City crop prospects improve trade, 
and at Denver business is (air. Some in- 
rease is noted at Louisville, but at other 
southern points dullness prevails, and at 
New Orleans, though slight improvement 


seen, the tactics of traders are extreme' 
conservative. The midsummer closing 


of ironworks almost suspends the trade, 
but while the best brands of pig are tak u 
others are hard to sell, and Alabama No. 1 
hsa been offered here at $16. So activity 
is noted in rails and not much in manu- 
factured iron, and it is thought that early 
resumption by the works will cause a de- 
cline in prices. 


Decline in India Rubber. 


The anthracite coal trade is dull, tha

In woolen 
goods, some improvement in orders is ob- 
served, and a greater feeling of security 
for the future. The trade in flannels il 
strong and healthy, and in knit goods 
very satisfactory. 
Agricultural imple- 


ments are in extraordinary demand, and 
the makers are buying iron largely. India 
rubber has rapidly declined, consumer! 
refusing to buy from the syndicate, which 
is carrying an immense stock, and it ll 
thought the new supplies coming in Oc- 
tober will prove too heavy for it. 


Business Failures. 


The building trade is on the whole less 


active than a year ago. though at Chicago 
an increase of 7 per cent, is noted. At 
Chicago and other northern points gen- 
erally the supply of money is ample, 
though at the west there ia more demand 
than heretofore. At southern points the 
markets are close as a rule, though only 
firm and in fair supply at New Orleans. 
The business failures throughout the 
country during the last seven days num- 
ber 247, as compared with a total of 887 
last week. For the corresponding week 
of last year the figures were 197.

TO JAIL WITHOUT CRIME. 


The treatment of some theatrical people 


In this town recently deserves more than a 
passing notice. Tbey came here under en. 
gagement with a manager whom they 
trusted. Tbey played at Oakland park for 
two or three weeks and then discovered that 
their pay was a very uncertain quantity, 
They then severed, their connection with 
the manager who was conducting the theat- 
rical at that park: they were not paid. 


These actors were so constituted tbat 


they had to eat. Tbat misfortune got 
them into serious trouble: it landed them 
In jail. When they came to town they 
made arrangements for board and lodging. 
AB order was given on the manager for tbe 
amount of this board and lodging. It Is in 
evidence that the order was accepted both 
by the manager and the keeper of the board- 
ing hodse. The order turned out to be as 
worthless as the claims for salary. 


These actors could not get the money for 


which they had worked. Without money, 
they were not aware of any scheme ot 
financiering by which the board bill could 
be paid. But some people thought it should 
have been paid anyhow; and that if it was 
not, the men who were unfortunate enough 
to be beaten out ot theii salaries were 
thereby made criminals. 


And these men were'put on trial, and it 


was solemnly adjudged that they were 
guilty. GuUty of what0 An attempt to beat 
a board bill. It is true tbat they had been 
makibg a violent attempt to pay the bill, 
but honest attempts, if unsuccessful, were 
put down as fraudulent intentions to de- 
eive. 
These actors had deceived nobody, tbey 


made no false representations, they lost 
everything and made nothing by the whole 
transaction, but tbey had to go to jail. 
Their only crime was that tbey were poor 
and strangers. We sometimes hear tbe 
optimist say that poverty is no crime. We 
would like to direct his attention to the 
record m a justice's court In Decatnr. Men 
and women sometimes go to jail for pov- 
erty, for that alone. Tbat is the road tbat 
crime is supposed to take. If honest pov- 
erty is a virtue it should be allowed to put 
up a a different hostelry. 


In a case of tbls kind bow could tbe 


prosecution ask for a conviction? There 
Is a notion that it is not always tbe only 
business of tbe prosecutor to win bis case. 
It is part of bis duty to head off outrages. 
The people would like to feel tbat the law 
under which they live will never be used to 
kick a woman because another has knocked 
ber down. 


And what protection ha\e these people 


who were sent to jail? How are they to 
keep from bebmd bars during the years 
that are yet ahead of them? Some other 
manager may fail to pay them, and then 
what? The laborer is worthy of bis hire, 
but if be doesn't get it he must go to jail. 
While there be will have plenty of time to 
reconcile his deserts and bis punishments. 


It has long been boasted that oar civili- 


zation has got past anything of that kind. 
It probably has. but tbe civilization some- 
times gets out of gear. And then it rushes 
back to the old firstprinciples of gross self- 
sbness and tyranny. The victim always 
bas the right to protect himself; there Is no 
rule that asks a man to He down and be 
walked on. He is only required to use tbe 
best and most peaceable means of defense 
be bas at band. Suppose a man is so situ- j 67,000 bu. 
ated tbat the only thing he can do la to 
gather a club. If that is the only protec- 
tion 
be nas what will yon say If be 


makes use of it? 


In this case it fell to the bar to furnish a 


man to put an end to the injustice and out- 
rage. This man worked without any nope 
of pecuniary reward. As a lawyei.he was 
anxious to see tbat the law should not for- 


mtum*.

They gave her a large 
dose of poison in a whisky toddy, sum 
moned a doctor when she became sick, and 
did not administer the medicine pre- 
scribed. The woman died in great agony

crime, for Zwald became conscience strick 
an and moved with his children to Nebraska 
six months afterward. 
Ha arrived a 


Wayne, Neb, in 1885, and worked as a 
laborer to support his family. Here h 
was introduced to a widow, whom he Iikec 
so well that he married her. Before mar 
rlage the second Mrs. Zwald was a nice 
even tempered woman; afterward sh 
turned oat a vixen, smoking a pipe all day 
Ions and abusing ber stepchildren un 
mercifully. Zwald became exasperated b 
her conduct, and one night he smotherec 
her with a pillow and then hung her bod 
from a rafter in the bam. Ha told th 
neighbors ha had quarreled with hia wife. 
and every one believed she committed snf 
cide. 


Zwald remained around Wayne for 


year and a half, and then his troubled con 
science drove him away. He removed wit 
his children to California, and his stead; 
religions habits made him respected. Hi 
conscience was still at work, however, an 
became more active as the years passed by 
He felt that God was impelling him to con 
fess his terrible deeds to save his soul, an 
during one ot his fits of agonizing remors 
went to Sacramento and startled tb 
authorities by confessing his crimes H 
story was investigated and proven true 
The man is now calm and easier in mine
